MAKING PICKLES. 


The inquiry generally is: "How can I 


roaio pickles like those sold in glafs jars }" 
—To answer Ihii and others in brief,—really 
good picklp« rnriti->t ha m..J; by pa{.|jrjg Cu- 
cambera, etc., directly into vinegar. 
Sail- 


ing removes natural juices, and allows tbe 
vinegar lo penetrate tho cucumber through- 
out. Some pickles may bo mado from 
cooked vegetables without salting ; and ripe 
peaches and olher fmitg are pickled without 
calling, using boiling vinegar. Pick tbo 
cacambera daily, always with the stems on. 
Wash, if needed, and pltco in a barrel, 
sprinkling salt amoog them ; half a bashtl 
of best salt is required for a barrel of 
pickles. Place 
a p-nyer weighted 
cith 


stones on the pickles, and add water to 
reach the cover. 
If few cucumbers are 


gathered daily, it may be moro convenient 
to put them into a jar or keg of brine rnnto 
strong enough to float a potato, wing * 
weighted cover lo keep them down. About 
four weeks are required lo thoroughly salt 
them, and they may bo kept as much longer 
A3 desired, by care in replenishing the 
biioe if need be. 
All bright green pickles 


aro made so by copper, indirectly used by 
preparing them in copper cauldrons, or di- 
rectly, by tho intentional nso of verdigris. 
The attractive appearance of the pickles 
"sold in glass jars," is due, first, to this 
greening, and second, to the use of colorless 
vinegar. That sold as "White Wine Vine- 
eg«r," is made from whiskey or other form 
of alcohol; it is just as wholesome as any 
olher, bnt is merely sour, without Ihe pleas- 
ing fragrance of pure cider vinegar. Tboso 
who regard qnality rather than appearance, 
will nso cider vinegar only for their pickles. 
Urcen tomatoes, siring b«*ni, tie., are 
treated the same M cucumbers.—f Agricul.
